DATING FOR 12-13-YEAR OLDS 
BANNED BY DENVER SYNAGOGUE 


DENVER, Colo. (P-O)—Dating of 12- and 13-year-olds was 
forbidden at functions of Beth Joseph Synagogue here. 

The Intermountain Jewish News reported that Rabbi Daniel 
Goldberger, in announcing that all affairs for the young ones 
at the synagogue will be of the group type, said that “dating 
at too early an age is an experience which our children don’t 


need.” 


He added that they are not ready mentally or emotionally 
for this phase of their development. 

“If tsey do what they want and get what they want at 
this early age, what is left for the later teen years?” he asked. 

Rabbi Goldberger suggested that parents would do well 
to resist the trend of early dating. 





Pipe Lines to Negev 
Seen As Mistake 


JERUSALEM (P-O) — A for- 
mer vice-president of Hebrew 
University has set out to prove 
that the vast program, costing 
millions of pounds, of bringing 
water to the Negev by pipe lines 


fiom the north of Israel is a 
costly mistake, 
He is Prof. Michael Evenari, 


who this fall will go to live at 
Subeita, deep in the hitherto- 
considered barren Negev, where 
a farm originally cultivated by 
the ancient Nabataeans is being 
restored. 

Prof. Evenari told reporters 
that it is a mistake to run a 
water pipeline to the Negev. He 
believes that ample water is 
evailable by husbanding the 
scant rainfall as did the N&dbat- 
aeans in the centuries before and 
after the common era. 


THE NABATAEANS built 


Systems of terraces, cisterns, 
trenches, and_ spillwaters all 
throughout the Negev. At the 


site where Prof. and Mrs Even- 
ari will live these are not being 
changed, only strengthened. In 
addition the most modern meth- 
ods of computing the available 
rainfall and moisture have been 
instituted, using precise scientific 
instruments. 

More than 200 almond, olive. 
peach, apricot, carob, pomegran- 
ate and fig trees have been plant- 
ed on the farm. 


INCOMPLETE tests show that 
as much rainfall has been already 
preserved in the past few months 
as fall in comparatively good 
farming areas of Israel the year 
round. 

Reporters were cautioned by 
Prof. Evenari not to exaggerate 
the possibilities of cultivating the 
Negev until the completion of 
@xperiments, which are expected 
to require approximately two 
years. 

DR. NELSON GLUECK, out- 
Standing archaeologist and pres- 
ident of Hebrew Union College- 
Jewish Institute of Religion, be- 
lieves that a population of hun- 
dreds of thousands can live in 
the Negev, 





RUSSIA PRINTS SIDDUR 
BOSTON (P-O)—A prayerbook 
compiled by a lecturer in Hebrew 
and Semitic studies at Emerson 
College here, as been reprinted 
in Russia, the first Hebrew pray- 
erbook to be printed in the USSR 
in 42 years, Approximately 3,000 
of the prayerbooks were printed.

PHILADELPHIA (P-O) — 
The sharp eye of the editor 
of The Philadelphia Jewish 
Times saved a Jewish or- 
ganization from much em- 
barrassment this week. 

The unnamed organization 
was holding a charity auc- 
tion in a kosher catering 
establishment. A photo sub- 
mitted to the Times showed 
clearly two large “sugar- 
cured” unmentionables, the 
paper reported. 

The paper did not print 
the picture. 





Elaths Are Guests 
Of Queen Elizabeth 
WINDSOR Castle, England 
(P-O)—The last vestige of un- 
friendliness between England and 
Israel can be said to have been 
dissolved with the invitation by 
Queen Elizabeth to Ambassador 
and Mrs. Elath, of Israel, to stay 
overnight at the castle here. This 
unusual honor is rarely extended 
to a foreign diplomat, even those 
of big powers, and is considered 
a tribute to Israel. 





Bomb Threat Empties 
Synagogue and School 

CLEVELAND, O. (P-O)—Park 
Synagogue in suburban Cleveland 
Heights was evacuateg last week 
when a caller told the switch- 
board operator at the temple: 
“There is a bomb in the syna- 
gogue and this is no joke.” 

Several hundred children were 
evacuated by authorities who 
searched the building but did 
not find a bomb. Included among 
the students were pupils from 
Lutheran High School who are 
using the synagogue until their 
new school is completed. 





Pope’s Award May Be 
Step To Recognition 

ROME (P-O) — Appointment 
by the Pope of Eliahu Sasson, 
Israel ambassador to Italy, as 
a Knight of the Grand Cross of 
St. Sylvester is being interpreted

This “conscience clause” has 
teen accepted by South African 
universities since 1916. 

The Jewish group is disturbed 
because the clause has been 
omitted for the first time from 
a government bill establishing 
separate universities for non- 
whites.

He expressed his “confidence” 
that Rumania “moved by human- 
itarian consideration will not fail 
because of certain misunder- 
standings to permit this process 
te continue till its consumma- 
tion.” 

The misunderstandings refer- 
red to are understoog to be criti- 
cisms by American Jewish lead- 
ers of lack of freedom in Ru- 
mania and the questioning of the 
motives of the Iron Curtain coun- 
try for allowing the exodus of 
Jews reported in the press.

DENVER, COLO. (P-O)—With 
no complaints from Jewish job 
seekers in months, Colorado was 
declared to be free of anti-Jewish 
job discrimination. 

The state recently voted a fair 
housing law to add to its fair 
employment law.

AJCommittee Elects H. Ehrmann, 
Says Won't Join Presidents Body

NEW YORK (P-O) — Herbert 
Ehrmann, of Boston, who was 
elected the new president of the 
American Jewish Committee at 
its annual convention here told 
The POST and OPINION that 
he saw no change in the Commit- 
tee’s position as regards to not 
joining the President’s Confer- 
ence. 

THE PRESIDENT’S Confer- 
ence is made up of the heads of 
all major national Jewish organ- 
izations, and after a trial period 
of several years, elected Phil 
Klutznick chairman (P-O, Apr. 
17). 

Ehrmann would not say 
whether at some future date the 
Committee might reconsider its 
decision. 


“OUR POSITION is_ status 
quo,” Ehrmann said. “We will con- 
tinue to help Israel as we have 
up until now and try to meet 
its emergency with extending 
our help in the best way we 
know how.” 





Ehrmann succeeded Irving 
Engel, who served the five years 
permitted a Committee president 
by the constitution.

IN HER REPLY to the ques- 
tion from the floor, Dr. Weiss- 
Rosmarin asserted that from a 
historical and_ psychological 
standpoint it is evident that 
“anti-Semitism cannot be fought 
by popular enlightenment and the 
spreading of correct knowledge 
about Jews and Judaism.” She 
then suggested that “a couple 
of millions” be taken from the 
ADL budget and be given to the 
B’nai B'rith Adult Education De- 
partment. 

The expression of these views 
resulted in a “confidential” let- 
ter to all ADL personnel, Dr 
Weiss-Rosmarin claims, advising 
that she was “an enemy of the 
organization and its cause.” The 
article in The Spectator alleges 
that this letter asked that she 
“be kept out of communities” 
because of the stand she had 
taken. 

IN A COMMUNICATION to 
Dr. Weiss-Rosmarin, the ADL 
stated that no such letter could 
be found in its files. It added 
that perhaps she was referring 
to a letter sent to ADL person- 
nel indicating the advisability of 
having a well-qualified speaker 
on hand whenever Dr. Weiss- 
Rosmarin appeared in order to 
secure for a balanced presenta- 
tion. 

Replying to the ADL, the Jew- 
ish Spectator editor declared that 
this is not the letter to which she 
makes reference in her article 
entitled “The Man of the ADL.” 
She contended that she has seen 
a copy of the “confidential” com- 
munication and that it does, in 
fact, exist. 

DR. WEISS-ROSMARIN said 
that she had no grudge to bear 
against the ADL, although she 
disagrees with its views on the 
fighting of anti-Semitism. In the 
light of historical and -psycholog- 
ical perspectives, “it is not pos- 
sible to re-educate the anti-

Angry Men Hate British Jewry 


LONDON, England (P-O) — 
Those who listened to the views 
of four Jewish intellectuals who 
have already made their mark in 
the literary world about the Jew- 
ish community got an earful 
here. 


ACCORDING to the London 
Jewish Chronicle, two _ play- 
wrights, one of whose plays was 
just produced in New York, and 
two poets condemned British 
Jewish society with a vehemence 
which was only equalled by their 
frankness. 


They had this to say: 

JOHN SILKIN (poet): “When 
I call myself a Jew, I do not 
mean that I am a religious Jew. 
The Jewish religion is even more 
rotten and more ossified than 
Christianity, if that were pos- 
sible.” 

Emanuel Litvinoff (poet) 
termed Anglo-Jewish society a 
“rather pathetic” entity, consist- 
ing of “people with totally out- 
moded ideas and obstinate de- 
fensive prejudices.” He said it 
constituted a sterile climate and 
an unsuitable frame for any 
writer. 


BERNARD KOPS, playright 
whose “Hamlet of Stepney 
Green” was an off Broadway hit 
recently, declared that he was no 
longer able to be inspired by the 
Jewish community, which he de- 
scribed as “neurotic and en- 
closed.” 

Peter Shaffer (playwright) 
said he was “one of the few 
writers to whom being a Jew is 
not important.” He said, “One 
must arrive at a religious belief, 
not be born into it. For this rea- 
son I believe the only truly re- 
ligious people are converts.”

NOT LONG ago I wrote sev- 
eral articles. in which I com- 
mented critically on the wave of 
poor sportsmanship which was 
sweeping sports in Israel, I found 
it to be an unhealthy state of 
affairs when_ soccer players 
kicked each other insteaq of the 
bull; when boxers punched the 
referee; when spectators invaded 
the playing field and beat up 
umpires, or smashed windows of 
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the police cars which tried to 
defend the athletes. 

What I wrote was mild com- 
pared to what local sports writers 
have themselves been saying 
about the disgraceful situation, 
but my sin, apparently, was that 
T was “washing dirty linen In 
public.” I was revealing “secrets” 
to readers abroad. Fire and brim- 
stone were poured out on my 
head. 


THIS IS A dangerous point of 
view, and one which should be 
fought by every true friend of 
Israel. 

Zionist members and contribu- 
tors to Israel appeals must be 
treated Jike mature persons, not 
like children. If Israel wants 
these people to be “partners” In 
the great enterprise, they must 
be taken into full confidence 
Only such an attitude will breed 
understanding, trust, and person- 
al identification. 

For severa] years some report- 
ers and commentators have ob- 
served that the Histadruth, for 
all the splendid work it had 
done, was becoming an industria] 
octopus and a menace both to 
the labor movement and to Is- 
rael’s econony. Such writers were 
castigated and flagellated as an- 
ti-Israe] But lo and behold, in

Sneers Council Should Thank 
P-0 for Printing Singer Talk 


@ Editor Jewish PUDS:1 and UPLNIUN 
I go not as a rule write letters 


to editors. My last one was writ- 
ten 10 years ago. It was to you. 
And it was on the same sub- 
ject as this one—the American 
Council for Judaism, 

I asked then, and ask you 
now again, why you persist in 
publicizing a self-hating group 
which never tires of telling the 
American Christian pubic that 
its members are loyal Americans 
—as if it were necessary for any 
American to explain himself 
when he is within the law—and 
that interest in Israel and Zion- 
ism and in Jews elsewhere is 
questionable patriotism. 

There are many Americans 
who are ready to believe this 
without benefit of the informa- 
tion freely advanced to them on 
this score by the Council. Its 
tendency to equate Judaism with 
super-patriotism has _ produced 
another variety of the Jewish 
religion on the American scene. 
And this letter does not question 
its right to advance its views 
which are part of current his- 
tory. Like the contents of the 


‘ Jast letter these contents are ad- 


dréssed primarily to you. 


YOU ANSWERED my last let- 
ter in the form of an editorial in 
which you tried to show in your 
typical fashion that you have a 
patience and restraint greater 
than readers like myself and 
others. Your newspaper, you 
blandly informed me, must print 
ali the news. 

In this naive ang childish as- 
sumption with regard to the 
treatment of the Council drive! 
as news, you have probably been 
its chief public relations officer 
outside of its own limited chan- 
nels. For this dubious achieve 
ment the Council ought to con- 
gratulate you more than it does 
For you have been its most faith- 
ful reporter year in and year 
cut to the Jewish world. 


THE REASON for writing this 
letter is the shock I share with 
a good many others at your pub- 
lication of Rabbi Richard Singer's 
factually inaccurate and malici- 
ous sermon on the United Jew- 
ish Appeal (P-O, Apr. 17). 

I would not expect better of 
a Council for Judaism mentality 
It is psychopathic. Like the Bour- 
bons of France it has learned 
nothing and forgotten nothing 
Its phony theme song repeated 
constantly is the danger of any 
Jewish undertaking in the United 
States that is tied to the state 
of Israel, The United Jewish Ap- 
peal is associated with Israel. 
Ergo it is a danger to America 
and places Jewish people in the 
position of dual loyalty. In fact, 
te the Council anything is dan- 
gerous which does not meet with 
its own version of Judaism—as- 
similation, 


I THINK I know something of 
this group. Mr. Clarence Coleman 
and others of its Chicago hierar- 
chy were Once members of my 
Glencoe congregation. They did 
not then distinguish themselves 
for Jewish knowledge or Jewish 
Piety or interest in Jewish af- 
fairs. Doubtless the cause of the 
Council and its brand of Judaism 
has given them a new lease on 
life. I witnessed their kind of 
religion at first hand and saw 
then the making of their future 
Philosophy. 

But I would have expected 
better of you who claim to be 
an Orthodox Jew, a Zionist and 





an ardent supporter of the United 
Jewish Appeal. Your specious 
excuse for giving so much space 
ir your columns to the Council 
is based on your monotonously 
repeated cliche, “Let the people 
know and they will act intelli- 
gently.” 

Let them know what? Distor- 
tions? Baseless charges reckless- 
lv delivered? Masochistic displays 
oi Jewish self-hatred? Reduction 
of all attachments to the state 
oi Israel as political trickery 
embarassing to our American 
State Dept.? Defamation of the 
American Jewish community 
which, by and large, wholeheart- 
edly supports the Uniteg Jewish 
Appeal in every community in 
the country? Opinions of crack- 
pot minds which consistently 
shout from the housetops that 
there is no such thing as a Jew- 
ish people, only a Jewish religion 
which is to be followed in ac- 
cordance with their peculiar no- 
tions of Judaism? 

Why do you continue your 
strange policy of keeping the 
Council activities before the Jew 
isk public? Why do you publish 
ir such detail their violent at- 
tacks on the causes you claim to 
hold dear? Is it because you need 
such publication as a springboard 
for your sweet and reasonable 
editorials in reply? Or is it to 
assume the role of the Jewish St 
George who will defend the 
American Jewish community via 
the editoria] page? Or can it be 
that you really believe that what 
the Council] advocates have to 
say is news to the Jewish people? 


IF THE LATTER is the case, 
you have evidently learned as 
little during these past 10 years 
as they. If their utterances of 
regativism can be classified as 
news of value to the Jewish com 
munity then I suppose the front 
page publishing of murders, 4i- 
vorces and other aberrations of 
eur social] order can be consid. 
ered very helpful to the cultiva- 
tion of an intelligent society ia 
our country. 

Your newspaper, by its pand- 
ering to every sensation monger 
in its effort to bring about con- 
troversy into the American Jew- 
ish community is hardly the place 
tc discuss the true merits of the 
United Jewish Appeal. Yeu were 
so eager for a “scoop” that you 
chose to print Rabbi Singer's 
sermon without troubling to 
check with responsible authori- 
ties of the UJA concerning the 
facts. This is the way of yellow 
journalism in this country. It is 
not your first offense, and prob- 
ably not your last one either. 


TEN YEARS ago I wrote you 
to plead on behalf of the Jewish 
dead who laid down their lives 
for America while believing in 
Zionism and a state of Israel for 
the Jews. The Council for Juda- 
ism has dishonored their mem- 
ory by its insistent strident defi- 
nitions of what constitutes 
American patriotism. 

I was a Navy chaplain tn World 
War II ang had the painful duty 
of burying some of these young 
Zionists in American uniform 
who were killed defending Amer 
ica and making America safe 
even for Council for Judaism 
members. You will understand. 


therefore, why I am not taken in 
by the Council’s cries of dual 
‘loyalty vis a vis Zionism and 
the state of Israel. 

In your editorial columns you 
gently state that you too are 





not taken in by their cries. Yet 
you spend your time and labor 
advertising their distortions. All 
for the sake of printing every- 
thing you can lay your hands 
on. 


I LONG AGO gave up any hope 
of your newspaper approaching 
the dignity that marks the Lon- 
don Jewish Chronicle. But I did 
rot give up the hope that you 
would some day realize that an 
editor carries more responsibility 
than indiscriminately collecting 
everything. That he might mould 
public opinion as a good editor 
should. That he know enough 
to distinguish between the con- 
structive and the chaotic in Jew- 
ish life, 

Now I am afraig that I must 
abandon this hope also. Your 
sincerity which cannot be ques- 
tioned is, unfortunately, no sub- 
stitute for good taste and com- 
mon sense and your miserably 
fumbled leadership, which you 
might have exercised. Your pub- 
lication of Singer’s vicious at- 
tack on the United Jewish Ap 
peal indicates that you are be- 
yond any appeal to reason, You 
will probably continue your edi- 
terial policy that will only lead 
to confusion and chaos in Jewish 
thinking because it is baseq on 
sensationalism at any cost, 

The cost happens to be very 
high to both the state of Israel 
and the Jewish people in these 
difficult times,

Accuses Rabbi Weinstein 
Of Jewish Anti-Seriitism

The Apr. 3 edition of The Jew- 
ish POST and OPINION carried 
an article by your columnist Rab- 
bi Jacob J. Weinstein who re- 
ferred to the statement of “world 
Jewry’s roving ambassador” Phi- 
lip Klutznick that only 30,900 
out of Chicago’s 300,000 Jews 
subscribed to the Combined Jew- 


ish Appeal. 


RABBI Weinstein pointed out 
as a “stark fact” that only one 
out of 10 Jews contributed to the 
agency and that this was a clear 
revelation that the overwhelming 
majority of Jews “can blind 
themselves to what they do not 
personally see or touch” and that 
this overwhelming majority 
evades the call of their con- 
science and that “this is a failure 
of heart, of human imagination, 
of social maturity.” 

This is Rabbi Weinstein’s opin- 
ion It is not necessarily the 
statement of fact which he pur- 
ports it to be. It does represent 
however, one out of a number 
ol possible conjectures, all of 
which similarly may be based on 
the same rather meager data. 


AS AN EXAMPLE of alter- 
nate deduction, it could well be 
argued that the existing mech 
anism of fund raising as repre- 
sented by the CJA does not ade- 
quately reflect the motivations 
and compassions of the people 
whom it purports to serve. 

If one would assume that the 
overwhelming majority of Jews 
are charitable, and. this could 
well be correct since charity is 
an integra] part of Judaism, it 








would then appear that this ma- 
jority of Jews is resistant to the 
efforts of a minority to pattern 
their philanthropy into one spec- 
ifie agency which is operated to 
reflect the philosophy of the 
minority group. 


WHATEVER the case may be, 
it seems presumptuous that Rab- 
bi Weinstein should callous!y 
castigate the actions of the ma 
jority of Jews in Chicago and 
other big cities without sufficient 
additional data to evaluate the 
multitude of alternatives ang the 
complexities of the emotions 
which on the one hand seek, and 
or the other hand avoid, an ex- 
pression of philanthropy through 
the CJA, 

In the absence of any such 
comprehensive evaluation of ‘the 
essential mood of normative Ju- 
daism,” which must include the 
spiritual and ethical attributes 
as well as any sociological im: 
plications, it appears hasty for 
Rabbi Weinstein to limit ‘the 
emphasis on acknowledged re- 
sponsibility to merely one’s fel- 
low Jew. Perhaps the Jews of

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GRANT-IN-AID TO END? 


There seems little perturbation in the Jewish com- 
munity, and even in Zionist circles, over the contemplat- 
ed action of the State Dept. in dropping U.S. grant-in-aid 
to Israel for the fiscal year beginning with July 1960. 

ONLY THE anti-Zionist Newsletter, with its penchant 
for false reporting, has declared that the Zionist press, 
whatever that means, of the U.S. is up in arms over the 
action of the State Dept. 

Jon Kimche, editor of the Jewish Observer and Mid- 
dle East Review, on his tour of the U.S. late last year, 
reported from Washington that U.S. Jewry had for all 
intents and purposes turned over political work for Israel 
to the Israel embassy. 

WE TENDED TO discount this view, but evidently 
Mr. Kimche was speaking not only from close observation, 
but also from contact with both Israel diplomatic officials 
and top U.S. Jewish leaders. 

The American Council for Judaism, whose policies the 
Jewish Newsletter parrots, won’t believe this editorial, just 
as they have never understood the view often voiced here 
that much of what they protest against is merely a natural 
reaction to events, and will subsist quickly enough as con- 
ditions normalize. 

IT DOES SEEM cruel that just at this time when 
financial plight is beginning to catch up with the Israelis, 
the U.S. would say that her economic improvement is such 
that grant-in-aids are no longer warranted. 

The help the U.S. has given to Israel has been of 
inestimable importance, and Israel still receives loans and 
the opportunity of buying surplus food under favorable 
conditions. 

IN THE NEXT few years as German reparations end, 
{srael will face its sternest test from an economic stand- 
point. No one knows this better than the Israelis and when 
the Histadrut adopts as one of its political planks the 
policy of wage increases based only on increased’ produc- 
tion, you have the very best indication that the Israelis 
know what they are up against. An American union would 
oppose such a policy to its very death. 

We believe the State Dept. should reconsider its ac- 
tion until Israel is either more stable economically or the 
strain on her of the necessity of heavy armaments is 
relieved by changed political conditions. 


THE ODD KID THESE DAYS 


The survey of 400 late high school and early college 
teenagers by the Jewish Education Committee of New York 
ought to cause alarm for many Jewish parents today. 

NINE HUNDRED of the 4000 queried said that they 
had received no Jewish education. These 900 were asked 
if they planned to give a Jewish education to their own* 
children. Their answer was almost unanimously yes. 

This of course is reassuring for the future of the U.S. 
Jewish community. 

Jewish education of the past had to overcome one 
tremendous stumbling block, the feeling of the children 
that what they were learning was useless. The parents 
were in great part responsible for this negative attitude. 

THE SURVEY by the JEC and other surveys show 
that Jewish young people consider knowledge of their 
heritage not only important but natural. It’s no longer 
the odd kid that went to Hebrew school. The odd kid, as 
you see, is the one whose parents didn’t send him to the 
talmud tora or the religious school. 


WHICH WILL IT BE FOR YOU? 


Passover, of course, is a Jewish holiday. 

BUT IT JUST as well could be a world-wide holiday 
based as it is on two cardinal principles of civilization— 
national freedom (the exodus) and the moral law (the giv- 
ing of the Commandments at Mt. Sinai). 

For the Jew, Passover is identified closely with every- 
thing in Judaism. 

WITHOUT THE moral law, there is no Judaism. And 
an enslaved nation cannot observe the moral law. 

Passover can mean a lot to you, or it can mean another 
few days which some Jews observe in the calendar.

What to me is the most exciting kind of 
a decision for a man to make was made by 
one of the top educators in Israel — Prof. 
Michael Evenari, who at the time was vice- 
president of Hebrew University. 


PROF. EVENARI resigned his Hebrew U. 
post to go té the deep Negev to prove that 
this so-called barren desert can support lit- 
erally hundreds of thousands of people. 


If this sounds to you only like sacrifice 
—not a glamorous decision, then you ought to 
read “Rivers of the Desert” by Dr. Nelson 
Glueck. The president of the Hebrew Union 
college—Jewish Institute of Religion presents 
the theory that Israel’s future in ancient days 
as even today is tied up with a fruitful Negev. 


FROM WHAT FEW hours there are left 
to us for sleep, we’ve been robbing time to 
read Dr. Glueck’s book, and the one other 
impression we get, other than his deep love 
for his work as an archaeologist, is his love 
for Israel, not only Israel the nation, but Israel 
the historic people. 

In any event, having seven years ago spent 
two weeks in Israel, and having made a trip 
to the Maktesch Godol (large crater) and vis- 
ited Eilat, it was with a gripping feeling that 
we read the book. 

DR. GLUECK tells of fabulous civiliza- 
tions that made the Negev blossom, and of 
rich lush crops, and of water ample enough 
for those wise to the ways of the land, who 
could husband it for untold crops. 

Several years ago when our eldest was 
about 15 years old we asked Dr. Glueck to 
take him along on his annual\summer expedi- 
tion to the Negev. He refused, saying that it 
was even too dangerous for him—at that time 


the infiltrators (fedayeen) were killing and 
plundering—to take his own son with him, 


DR. EVENARI plans to live in the dessert, 
to prove that even in its most barren parts 
it will support life. 

But his is no lone expedition merely to 
prove that one man can beat the elements, 
All the best scientific instruments are being 
used to keep the most detailed records. But 
the methods of saving and storing water are 
not modern. They are those employed by a 
mysterious civilzation which ruled the Negev 
at the time of the common era. 


THE JEWISH Telegraphic Agency tells 
of an interim report on the experiment. Prof, 
Evenari took delegates to the Internatioal 
Farmers Convention in Jerusalem deep into 
the Negev to his farm at Subeita. He told 
them that the water collection facilities were 
precisely those used by the Nabatean farmers 
“hundreds of years before the Christian” era, 
This is bad reporting by the JTA, for the 
Nabatean civilization which harnessed the Ne- 
gev by a series of the most modern dams and 
terraces existed from the second century be- 
fore the common era to the second century 
following it. 

Prior to that time, the Negev had sup- 
ported a huge population in time of Abraham, 
from about 2100 bce to 1900 bce. And then 
again, it had gained importance during the 
years of the Judean kingdom from about the 
10th to the 6th century before the common 
era. 


IT ALL MAKES for a very exciting life, 
and we think the occupant of this chair who 
can do nothing more exciting than print a 
sermon by a Rabbi Singer, which causes so 
much stir, must feel the way he does about 
Prof. Evaneri and Dr. Glueck because he 
envies them. 





J.B.'s Thanksgiving and the Seder

How few there are among us who know 
the grace of thanksgiving! The bread of af- 
fliction which we shall honor at the seder will 
not remind us, whose lives are cast in the 
pleasant places of this land, of the hunger 
and the terror of our slavery. It will more 
likely remind us of the kid- 
ney fat of wheat which 
hedges us about and causes 
our doctors to shake a wor- 
ried head and warn us that 
we overburden the heart and 
provide hazards for the sur- 
geon’s knife. 

The abundance of our 
bread and cake hardly excite 
our gratitude. The matza 
Rabbi Weinstein more than likely reminds us 
not so much of our responsibility to the hun- 
gry of the world but of our backsliding from 
the maximum-minimum calorie diet. Even the 
featherweight matza balls in our soup and 
the kosher-for-Pesah saccharine in our tea 
cannot dispel the guilt which makes Jeshurun 
kick against his censor. 





ONE OF THE most touching scenes in 
Macleish’s “J.B.” is the one around the Thanks- 
giving table. 

Even New England Goyim with Hebrew 
names find it hard to express thanksgiving. 
They have been slowly corrupted by plenty. 
The attrition which comfort slowly but surely 
works on piety is brilliantly exposed. 


J. B. reflects a touch of Calvinism (the 
Christians mistakenly derive this Calvinism 
from Pharisaism), He begins to think that 
his prosperity is a sign of God’s favor and 
seems well on the way to the closed-in logical 
reverse that the prosperous can demand God's 
favor when Sarah, Mrs. J. B., recalls him to 
a more genuine piety; until, in the midrash 
of the Pat Sullivan story, he returns to the 
chaste Patriarchal conviction that he prosper- 
ous man is chosen of God to be the bearer 
of the divine blessing. 


HOW MANY of us in this uncertain world 
will interpret our prosperity as something 
more than luck, but rather as “some myste- 
rious certainty of opulence,” as an instinctive 
feeling in our bones placed there as God places 
uranium in the earth? Hoy many of us will 
feel that we have been endowed with a strange 
magnetism that keeps our feet on the road 





to God’s country, the promised land of plenty, 
with a certainty of expectation as sure as 
our faith in the day’s return? 

And how many will feel, in the midst of 
plenty such as one encounters at our Miami 
spas, their “happiness impending like a dan- 
ger?” 

WHO OF US will see in the reflection 
which the candles cast on the Pesah wine that 


the God who rewards can also punish, the 
God who gives can also take away? 

In nothing is Mrs. J. B. more Jewish than 
in this, in her premonition that happiness is 
somehow a lure to the furies of fate. 

And if, as Jews must, we pool our fate 
with that of our fellow Jews, we will be 
aware that the sun of our prosperity is but 
the nimbus of the eclipse that darkens the lives 
of other Jews who in each generation must 
endure an exodus. 

If the bread of affliction will remind us 
that no matter how full our granaries are, 
there are still those who hunger for bread; 
if it will remind us that many who have bread 
cannot eat it with the salt of freedom, so that 
it has no savor for them, we may save our- 
selves from that ultimate slavery—the smug- 
ness and indifference which bars us from our 
fellow man—and simultaneously from that 
inpouring of grace which alone makes thanks- 


giving meaningful and the petitioner worthy 
of the blessing he prays for, ‘

~ WOULD JUDAISM COUNCIL 
ADDICTS SUPPLANT UJA?

On the basis of that part of 
Rabbi Singer’s sermon which ap- 

areqd in your issue of Apr. 10, 
] think that the Rabbi abused 
the privilege of his pulpit by 
pot only insulting the intelligence 
of his fellow-Jews in this country 
put hurling a gratuitous affront 
to the many great leaders of the 
UJA who have given for many 
years of their talents, their serv- 
ices, their financial means, yea, 
their lives, in the service of their 
less fortunate fellow-men. 

Anyone who was _ fortunate 
enough to have heard the heart- 
rending messages of the presi- 
dents of the 18 major national 
Jewish organizations on a coast- 
te-coast telephone hook-up will 
give little credence to the state- 
ments made by the rabbi, which 
in too many words is an attempt 
to rationalize his reason for not 
giving to the UJA. 


HE QUESTIONS the right, of 
the UJA to take over and make 
major decisions for the Jewry of 
this country in the field of relief 
for his suffering brethren, the 
world over and those who are in 
need and must have help from 
the outside. Would the rabbi per 
chance have the American Coun- 
cil (for?) Judaism take over this 
task? 

It has been reported from very 
reliable sources that the execu- 
tive vice-president of the Coun- 
cil, Rabbi Elmer Berger, is to 
visit the Middle East; and he 
has made it known that he will 
not visit Israel. I am sure that 
if Rabbi Berger would request it 
he would get a document of safe 
conduct throughout Israel. But 
no, Berger is mortally afraiq that 
if he visits Israel he might have 
te change his mind and realize 
that he has been in error these 
many years. 

IF THE LEARNED rab!i 
would have made proper inquiry 
he would not have posed the 
question: 

“Why are the Rumanian 
Jews who want to leave that 
country given no option but 
to go to Israel? Why does 
not the UJA give the Ameri- 
can Jews an opportunity to 
bring those who wish to this 
country?” 


RABBI SINGER would have 
learned that the number of Ru- 
Manian nationals permitted to 
come into this country under the 
National Origins’ law known 2s 
the “Quota Law,” which is still 
part of our immigration regula- 
tions, is 289 per year and that 
the quota is over-subscribed for 
the next 10 years. 

In proportion to the number cf 
Jews in Polang and in Hungary 
the situation so far as receiving 


immigration visas is concerned is 
the same. 


APPARENTLY Rabbi Singer 
Would have our brethren in those 
lands deteriorate to a point of 


to live amongst hostile Jew-hat- 
ing neighbors, until they can get 
a visa to come to this country, 
rather than put his shoulder to 
the wheel and see to it that 
funds are made available through 
the United Jewish Appeal so that 
they coulg migrate to Israel, the 
only country which has no mi- 
gration restrictions’, where’ they 
would be amongst their brethren, 
at home, and live as dignified 
human beings. 
Your editorial note indicates 
that Rabbi Singer is active in the 
American Council for Judaism 
which de-emphasizes the rituals 
and ceremonies and lays great 
stress on the ethical concepts of 
our faith.
